Friendly Until the End. 

The change in the conditions of the race 
did not lessen the friendly feeling between 
the candidates and the race was run out 
in @ manner remarkably free from. bitter- 
ness, Mr. Clay and Captain Howell met 
many times as they moved about among 
the legislators and joked each other good 
naturedly about their race. The fight was 


continued in this good humored vein until | 


the end, and Captain Howell joined in the 
congratulations of his friend and opponent 
when the race was over. 

Captain Howell accepts the result grace- 
fully. He, of course, fought vigorously 
for success, but after himself Mr. Clay was 
his choice for senator. He feels that quite 
a victory has been gained for the state 
and the party in the hard-fougtit and suc- 
cessful battle against anotifer election, 
Without the determined and confinued op- 
position to another election, it is probable 
that this distressing feature would have 
been thrust upon the people. But -through 
the vigorous opposition waged by Captain 
Howell, Mr. ‘Clay, Colonel Robertson arid 
Mr. Lewis the people were saved the worry 
and expense of another election. 

The end of the fight comes as a relief 
to the legislators, who have struggled for 
a week with the knotty problem.

Captain Howell Talks. 


Captain E. P. Howel was at his home 
when the result of the caucus was an- 
nounced to him. 

“The democratic party of Georgia,” said 
he, “has chosen for the honorable and re- 
sponsible position of senator one of Geor- 
gia’s favorite sons—a man who has always 
beer an active; energetic and  en- 
thusiastic democrat, and one who 
is every Way deserving of the 
high honor placed upon him.

Captain Howell leaves at noon today for 
Richmond, Va., where he goes to attend 
an important meeting of the Southern As- 
sociated Press, of which he is president. 
“IT: am sorry I can’t be here to meet my 
friends who will be in attendance on the 
supreme court convention, but my pres- 
ence in Richmond is absolutely necessary.” 

In connection with the attitude of Captain 
Howell toward the other candidates a 
piece of inside history of the campaign 
was told last night. Captain Howell went 
into the race at the request of friends 
from different parts of the state, who urged 
upon him tthe necessity of preventing an- 
other state election. The friends of Mr. 
Clay, Captain Howell, Colonel Robertson 
and Mr. Lewis were in close touch. Some 
days ago, before Governor Atkinson or Mr. 
Lewis withdrew, and when there was an 
effort being made to discredit the Con- 
stitution’s protest against another election 
on the ground that fit was inspired by self- 
ishness, Captain Howell called the other 
candidates and ‘their advisers together. 
He then read to them a signed editorial, 
which was in type, and which announced 
that in view of this charge of selfishness 
and similar criticisms, he would withdraw 
from the race, and would urge the nomi- 
nation of some one of the others who were 
fighting on the same line. It was the 
unanimous wish of all of the others that 
he remain in the race; and it was in defer- 
ence to this wish, and not through person- 
al ambition, that he did remain.

“Steve” Clay was a poor boy, the son of 
a poor farmer, and from the day when he. 


was,.eight years old,.and first went to. 


‘the fields on his father’s farm to do his 


share toward helping out the family ex- 
istence he has known what work has 
méant. He was born in a two-room log 
cabin In what is now called Gritters dis- 
trict, Im Cobb county. He is the son of 
Mr. W. J. Clay, one of Cobb county’s 
honored citizens, who now resides on his 
farm not far from Austell. On his father’s 
side Senator Clay is of Scotch descent, his 
great grandfather having come from Scot- 
land to this country about the middle of 
the last century. He settled in Virginia 
and died there. Senator Clay’s parental 
grandparents were William and Margaret 
Clay. The grandfather came to Georgia in 
the latter part of the last century and set- 
tled dn Washington ceunty, where he ac- 
cumulated a large estate and was one of 
the most prominent citizens of the county 
at the time of his death, which occurred 
in 1858, in the ninetieth year of his age. 
Senator Clay’s father was born in Wash- 
ington county in 1828, was reared on a farm 
and has continued farming as his life 
occupation. He moved to Cobb county in 
186. He served as a confederate -soldiér 
three years. He has always been regarded 
as one of Cobb’s. most substantial citizens. 

He is a member and steward of the 
Methodist church, and enjoys the confidence 
of everybody who knows him. The mother 
of the new senator is a daughter of Rev. 
James Peck. Her father was a native Geor- 
gian and was a minister of the Baptist 
church, which he served actively until his 
death in 1890. He was then eighty years 
old. 

During this boyhood days the son was in 
the country school and later went to Pal- 
metto, Ga., where he received a prepara- 
tory education, and then entered Hawassce 
college, from which he graduated in -1876. 
He immediately began* the study of the 
law in the office of Hon. David Irwin, 
and a year later was admitted to practice. 
He has since devoted himself to the prac- 
tice of law with his office at Marietta, and 
he has made great success in his profes- 
sion. He has always been an active demo- 
crat. In local affairs he has been particu- 
larly prominent, and since 1894 has been 
one of the prominent figures in the politics 
of Georgia. He wags first elected to the 
legislature in 1884. His prominence. in that 
body began from his first entrance to it. 
His ability was immediately, recognized, 
and he was accorded important positions 
on important committees. Senator Clay 
possesses in the highest degree the qualities 
essential toa a successful legislator. So 
pronounced was this during his first term 
of service that upon entering his second 
term he was elected speaker pro tem., and 
in 1888 was unanimously elected speaker of 
the house. 

His ability as a presiding officer was no 
less marked than his ability on the floor 
of the house and in the committee rooms, 
and two years later when he was elected 
to represent this district in the general as- 
sembly he was unanimously elected presi- 
dent of that body. 

In 1894 he was made chairman of the 
state democratic executive committee, and 
during the exciting campaign which follow- 
ed, his master hand directed the demo- 
cratic machinery. Again two years later 
he was asked by the party of the state 
to accept that great responsibility, and he 
did accept it, contributing greatly to the 
magnificent democratic victory of this year.

REPORTS REGARDING POPULISTS IN CAUCUS 


Discussion Was Had as to Whether 
They Should Be Permitted To 
Go Into the Caucus. 


Montgomery, Ala., November 16.—(Spe- 
cial.)—General Edmund Winston Pettus, 
the old war horse of Alabama democracy, 
Was nominated by the caucus of the demo- 
cratic members of the assembly at Il 
o’clock tonight by a vote of 67 to 26, Gov- 
ernor William C. Oates betng his only 
competitor. 

There will be rejoicing all over Alabama 
tomorrow, not because the people esteem 
Oates less, but for the reason that they 
love General Pettus, next to Senator Mor- 


gan, more than any other man. 
The Constitution exclusively foretold the 


result last night. 

It came in a slightly different manner 
than that predicted, however. The caucus 
met at 8 o’clock. At 7:30 o’clock Con- 
gressman Bankhead announced nis with- 
drawal from the race. It was followed im- 
mediately by that of Senator Pugh. This 
left the contest. between General Pettus 
and Governor Oates and the result was 
known in advance. | 

About two hours. of the time of the 
caucus was spent ‘in discussing and de- 
termining whether the. populists who 
voted for Bryan and Sewall and for the 
democratic nominees for cOngress in the 
districts, but who failed to vote the demo- 
cratic state ticket in’ August, should be 
invited to take seats in the convenzion. 

Afer considerable discussion a ecommit- 
tee on credentials was appointed and this 
committee, consisting) of five senators and 
nine representatives, brought in two re- 
ports. 

The majority report, signed by thirteen 
members, reported through Chairman Alkt- 
man to the effect that those members who 
had voted for the Bryan and Sewall elec- 
tors and for the local democratic ncmi- 
nees for congress and who had not voted 
against the nominees of the democratic 


caucus of the assembly in the election of 


the officers of the assembly and who be- 
lieved in the principles and. proposed in 
future to support the nominées of the 
democratic. party in. city, county, state 
and national elections should be entitled to 
a vote in the caucus, 

Mr. Cofer, of Cullman, @ member of the 
committee, brought in a minority report 
providing that all members who had voted 
for Bryan and Sewall and for the demo- 
cratic nominees for congress and whose 
present intention it was to affiliate with 
the democratic party be received into the 
caucus. | 

Both reports were ably argued, Colonel 
Altman making a magnificent speech in 
support of the report of the majority. 


The minority report was finally tabled 


* 


by a vote of 57 to 13 and the report of the 
majority was unanimously adopted. 

In the-order of business a nomination of 
@ solicitor for the city court of Anniston 
was then proceeded with. Senator Aber- 
crombie, of Calhoun, nominated Mr. Wiley 
C. Tunstall, of Anniston, «#d there being 


no other nominations the rules were sus- |. 


pended and Mr. Tunstall was elected by 
acclamation. Mr. “Tunstall is one of the 
foremost attorneys of his county and one 
of the rising young men of the state. He 
has friends all over Alabama who felicitate 
themselves on his election. 

Nomination of a Senator. 

The nomination of a. senator was next 
in order, Colonel B. L. Hibbard, the dis- 
tinguished representative from Monroe, 
who is a devoted friend of General Pettus 
and who has contributed very largely to 
his triumphant election, having been at 
the head of the committee which had in 
charge his campaign before the caucus, 
secured the floor, and in these sentences, 
the sentiment of which will be re-echoed all 
over Alabama, nominated General Edmund 


Winston Pettus: 

“Mr. Chairman—I rise to discharge a 
duty which, while it is accompanied with 
most profound solicitude, yet fills me with 
pleasure and pride in its performance; it 
has seldom happened in our dear Alabama 
that civic crowns have been placed on un- 
worthy brows, and it is @ matter of con- 
gratulation that in this most friendly con- 
test upon which we are entering the honors 
will surely fall to one of the common- 
wealth’s most noble children. If I were to 
go to the humblest class of our pale-faced 
citizenship and ask the question, Who, of 
all Alabamians, stands nearest to you as 
friend and helper and adviser?’ one name 
would spring spontaneously from their lips. 

“If I should go to the toilers, the rank 
and file of the great democratic party of 
our state, and ask who above all men has 
stood by the party, in weal and in woe, in 
the bitterness of defeat and in the joys of 
victory, as its most trusted and tried and 
wisest cunsellor, the glorious name of 
Alabama's greatest citizen would be shout- 
ed in reply. If I should go to the gallant 
warriors of vur lost cause, the men whose 
heads are now of the color of the uniforms 
worn from 1861 to 1865, and inquire, who 
site closest to their hearts tonight? 
it needs no guesswork to form the name 
which would fall from their martial lips. 

“And, Mr. Chairman, coming yet closer 
home, if pressing my inquiries further I 
would look down into the hearts of my 
democratic brethren in this caucus and ask 
them who, tonight in Alabama, best rep- 
resents the most teroic character, the 
most exalted virtues, the highest, truest 
and noblest type of southern manhood, I 
feel no hesitancy in declaring that their 
answer would be the name Of our great 
commoner whom I have the honor to now 
place in nomination for the office of United 
States senator, Edmund Winston Pettus, 
not of Dallas county, but of the state of 
Alabama.”’ 

Colonel Hibbard’s sentiments called for 
cheers from the members and the gallery 
which shook the old capitol from foun- 
dation to roof. Colonel Altman, of Jef- 
ferson, seconded the nomination. 

Hon. A. A. Wiley, of Montgomery, pre- 
sented the name of Governor Oates to the 
joint caucus in a most eloquent speech, 
and the executive’s name was accorded a 
full measure of applause. 

Only one ballot was taken. It resulted: 
Pettus 67, Oates 26; total.93. Two demo- 
cratic members of the house, Messrs. 
Meadon, of Marengo, and Walter, of Mont- 
gomery, were absent, and Mr. Huddlestin, 
of Elmore, formerly a populist, partici- 
pated under the provisions drafted by the 
commmittee on credentials. 

Colonel Wiley moved to make the elec- 
tion unanimous, and, not a voice dissent- 
ing, the chairman, Hon. Wiilis Brewer, of 
Lowndes, announced the nomination of 
General Pettus, and on motion ;

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HE THROWS HIS WIFE AND FIVE 
CHILDREN INTO A LAKE. 


Husband and Father Is Now in Jail 
Charged with Causing Their 
Deaths for the Insurance. 


Denver, Col., November 16.—Andrew J. 
Spute, a well-known grocer of this rity, 
with his family, consisting of wife and five 
small children, went boating on Smith's 
lake Sunday, October 26th. 

The boat was capsized and Mrs. Spute 
and the children were drowned. Spute, 
apparently with great difficulty, managed 
to cling to the boat until rescued. 

Although it was known at the time of 
the drowning that Mrs. Spute’s life, as well 
as the lives of the children, were insured 
for a sum aggregating $12,000, Spute’s expla- 
nation of the cause seemed entirely satis- 
factory. Spute claimed himself and family 
had intended to go to the mountains for 
an outing and that the insurance policy for 
three months only was taken out on this 
account. Detectives have been quietly at 
work on the case and it is alleged have 
secure@ evidence that will convict Spute 
of the murder of his family for the in- 
surance on their lives. 

Spute was arrested this afternoon and 
shortly after Nellie Davis, an inmate of a 
Market street resort, was lodged in jail. 
Spute, it is alleged, has for a long time 
led a dual life and has lavished much 
‘money on the Davis woman, whom he in- 
formed of the large insurance on his wife’s 
life and to whom he promised costly pres- 
ents on her birthday—the 18th of Decem- 
ber. The woman is held as a witness by the 
police, but it is not believed that she was 
acquainted with Spute’s plan for the mur- 
der of his family.

LYNCHING OCCURS IN INDIAIWA. 


Miner Assaults a Woman and Is Rap- 
idly Disposed of by a Crowd. 
‘Oakland City, Ind., November 16.—Ed: 
Williams, a miner, was killed by an in- 
furiated mob of men at Carbon, four miles 

east of this city. 

Williams contemplated an assault upon 
a Mrs. Palm, who lived at Ayershire,: a 
small mining town near by, but upon going: 
to the woman’s home found her confined 
to her bed with an illness. Falling in his 
first intention. he turned his attention to 
Mrs. Palm’s daughter, who is under four- 
teen years of age. In this he was success- 
ful and then he hastened to the Air-Line 
yards, where he boarded a freight train 
westbound. 

In the meantime an alarm had been 
given and a number of maddened miners 
started in pursuit of the train, which was 
overtaken at Ayershire. 

Williams was found perched upon a box 
car. He was promptly knocked from the 
car with a rock, but was not seriously in- 
jured. Then he started on a run for 
shelter in a neighboring wood, his pur- 
suers keeping up a continual fire from 
their pistols. Just as Williams entered 
the wood a bullet pierced his heart. 

The avengers returned to their homes, 
leaving the body to be taxen care of by 
the coroner. No arrests have been made. 


LIBERIA DEFIES GREAT BRITAIN 


Republic Refuses Boat’s Request and 
Then Opens Fire. 

Liverpool, Nover-ber 16.—The trouble be- 
tween Great Britain and the republic of 
Liberia is apparently assuming a phase 
that will call for vigorous measures on the 
part of the former. 

The British steamer Benin has arrived 
here from the west coast of Africa and re- 
ports ihat she was not allowed by the LI- 
berian authorities to communicate with 
Cape Palmzes. As the Benin’ approached 
that place she was fired on by the Gorono- 
mahas, the sole vessel comprising the navy 
of Liberia. 

The reasons for the refusal of permission 
for the Benin to call at Cape Palmas and 
for the acticn of the Liberian gunboat are 
itnknown.

Tennessee Republicans Meat in Nashville 
and Take Action. 


ELECTION FRAUDS CHARGED 
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Governor-Elect Taylor Says He Can 
¢ bs 
Afford To Lose Contested Counties. 


“| HAVE VOTES TO SPARE,” SAYS HE 


Contest Will Be Inaugurated at Once 
and Testimony Will Be Taken 
by the Republicans. + 


At a meeting of the Tennessee republican 
gtate committee in Nashville yesterday it 
was decided that the result of the guber- 
natorial race between ex-Governor Bob 
Taylor, democrat, and Hon. G. N. Tillman, 
republican, would be contested. 

The committee meeting was attended by 
leading republicans representing every con- 
gressional district, and many republican 
members of the legislature. 

Many claims of fraud in west Tennessee 
have been made by the republicans, and 
they say that the result of a contest will 
expose many frauds that have beef perpe- 
trated at the polis. 

At the meeting yesterday the defeated re- 
publican candidates for congress were ask- 
ed to g.ve notice of the proposed contest 
before congress. A special committee was 
appointed to urge congress to investigate 
alleged frauds in the national election in 
Tennessee, and prosecute all violators of 
the election laws. 

Governor-elect Taylor was seen last night 
at the Aragon, and was shown the tele- 
graphic report of the republican commit- 
tees meeting. 

“IT heard about its action today,”’ said 
the governor. “I hear a good deal said about 
fraud, but I can give the republicans every 
contested county, and then beat them by a 
big majority. If they have so much fraud 
in west Tennessee, the democratic strong- 
hold, I expect I can show them just as 
much fraud in east Tennessee, the republi- 
can stronghold. 

“As soon as I heard of the claims of 
fraud that were made by the republicans, 
I at once invited a contest. I am anxious 
that all frauds be exposed, if any exist. I 
des.re a contest, and if it is correctly con- 
ducted, I will show that my majority is 
above 20,000 in the state. I am perfectiy 
safe on a majority of 8,000 to 10,000, not 
including any contested counties.” 

The following special was received by 
The Constitution last night in regard to 
the session of the republican state comm:.t- 
tee that was held in Nashville yesterday: 

Nashville, Tenn., November 16.—(Special.) 
Tennessee is to have another contest over 
the governorship. Two years ago Governor 
Turney contested the election of H. Clay 
Evans on the face of the returns and was 
seated after a long investigation. Now 
G. N. Tillman, the republican candidate, 
will contest the election of R. L. Taylor, 
who will have at least six thousand plu- 
rality. There were over one hundred re- 
publicans here today from every congres- 
sional district. All the candidates for elec- 
tors, several defeated candidates for con- 
gress, and members of the legislature met 
with the state committee in conference, and 
after hearing speeches from Mr. Tillman, 
H. Clay Evans and others, decided that 
they must vindicate themselves by making 
a contest and exposing the fraud that they 
claim has been perpetrated in West Tenn- 
essee. Evidence is to be taken at once 
and a contest begun. A resolution was 
also adopted that defeated candidates for 
congress who were supported by republi- 
cans and against whom frauds are found 
to have been committed, be requested to 
give notice of a contest before congress. A 
special committee was also provided for to 
urge that congress investigate the presi- 
dential and congressional election in Tenn- 
essee and prosecute violators of the elec- 
tion laws. The state committee adopted 
a resolution recommending to President- 
elect McKinley that he recognize the south 
by appointing H. Clay Evans to a place in 
his cabinet, and setting forth Mr. Evans's 
fitness and ability. 

The following telegram in regard to two 
appointments rumored to have been made 
by Governor-elect Taylor, was received 
from Chattanooga last night. 

“Ohattanooga, Tenn., November 16.—(Spe- 
cial.)—It was announced here today on what 
is regarded as authentic information, that 
John L. Hssary is to be Governor Taylor’s 
superintendent of prisons, and that Colonel 
Celumbus Marchbanks is to be commis- 
sioner of agriculture. The Essary report 
is generally accredited by the local poli- 
ticians, but some doubt has been expressed 
as to Colonel Marchbanks.” 

Governor-elect Taylor stated that the 
rumor was without any foundation.

Something of General Pettus. 

General Edmund Winston Pettus is#one 
of the patron saints of Alabama democracy. 

For fifty years he has been prominently 
identified with the history of Alabama and 
@ more universally beloved man does not 
live in the state today. 

He was born in 1821, in Limestone county, 
Alabama, which would make him seventy- 
five years old, but as a man is only as ola 
as he feels, General Pettus must be rated 
much younger, After having secured a 
good education at the old-field shools in 
Limestone he was graduated at Clinton col- 
lege, Virginia, and began the study of law 
in Tuscumbia Ala., in 1840. He was ad- 
mitted to the practice in 1841, and settled 
at Gainesville, Sumter county, where ‘he 
practiced until 1848, when the gold excite- 
ment in California attracted him t ‘ 
Two years later, however, he returned to 
Alabama, and located at Carrollton, Pick- 
ens county, where he lived and practicea 
law until 1858, when he removed to Cahaba 
in 1866. In 1814 he was elected solicitor of 
Sumter county, and in 1852 was elected solic- 
itor of Pickens county. Three years later 
he was elected judge of the seventh judi- 
cial circuit, being then only thirty-four 
years of age. 

He was living at Cahaba when the war 
broke out, and entered the confederate ser- 
vice as major of the Twelfth Alabama. 
He fought hard during the four years of 
hostilities, and was promoted by degrees 
to a brigadier generalship in October, 1863. 
He was a courageous soldier and a gallant 
leader, and the men he led love to recite hig 
acts of bravery and fearlessness. 

At the close of the war he located at 
Selma, where he has since practiced his 
profession, being at the head of the bar of 
the state. He has time and again been im- 
portuned to ask the people of the state for 
office. At almost any time within the past 
twenty years he could have gone to con- 
gress or secured the governor’s chair for 
the asking. He has always insisted, how- 
ever, upon remaining a private in the ranks 
until recently, when he consented to be- 
come a candidate for the senate. 

He is an uncompromising advocate of the 
free and unlimited coinage of silver at a 
ratio of 16 to 1, and insists that that is one 
of the foundation stones of democracy. He 
wrote and presented the platform and res- 
olutions on which Johnston was elected 
governor by such a splendid majority. In 
fact, he has had a hand in writing all of 
the democratic state platforms since the 
war. 

General Pettus is an admirable charac- 
ter, a diligent, painstaking lawyer, an ag- 
gressive, fearless politician, a man devoted 
to his friends and disposed to repay his 
enemies in the same coin as they pay him, 
and with liberal interest. Possessed of al- 
most unequaled resources, with a long life’s 
accumulation of experience and knowledge 
of state and national affairs, he is a sort 
of Gladstone in Alabama.

Broadway Athletic Club. New York, No- 
vember 16.—Peter Maher knocked out Joe 
Choynski, of California, with a right-hand 
Swing on the jaw after two minutes and 
twenty-five seconds of the sixth round in 
their twenty-round contest before the 
Broadway Athiétic Club tonight. 

The men fought cautiously for the first 
five rounds. and Maher did not strike his 
usual gait until after the sixth opened. 
Then he rushed at his man and Choynski 
quickly went down before the hailstorm 
of right and left swings Peter landed. 

Joe got up staggering after having stay- 
ed down nine seconds. He made an effort 
to steady himself, but it was of no avail. 
Maher went right at him and with a clean 
right hand swing on the jaw sent him to 
grass again. 

He lay flat on the floor this time with 
arms and legs extended and the refereé 
slowly counted him out. The Californian 
was not long in coming round all right and 
after beingj helped to his corner soon 
walked from the ring. The police clam- 
bered into the ring under the charge of 
Acting Captain Gree, but no arrests were 
made, as both men were uninjured. 

This was the first heavy weight boxing 
contest of importance held in this city 
under the new Horton bill, the terms be- 
ing a twenty-round encounter at catch 
weights.

Tennessee’s Governor Was in Fine 
‘(rim for Talking.

HE MADE LAUGHTER LOUD AND LONG 


The Paradise of Childhood, of Youth 
and of Manhood, and of the 
Home Were Talked Of. 


Governor ‘“‘Bob” Taylor, of Tennessee, 
lectured at the Grand last night. He was 
in good trim for delivering his magnificent 
lecture, “The Paradise of Fools.” 

The crowd was very large, filling the low- 
er part of the theater and half filling the 
balcony and gallery. The people took the 
opportunity to hear one of the best lec- 
turers on the platform, the eloquent “Bob” 
Taylor, renowned the country over for 
having defeated his brother, a republican, 
for governor of Tennessee, and for having 
that distinction of befng the only governor 
who is a fiddler of national distinction. 

“The Paradise of Fools” is considered 
the equal if not better than ‘‘The Fiddle 
and the Bow,” the lecture that first made 
Governor Taylor famous on the lecture 
platform. Atlanta is notably a city that is 
death on lecturers, but when it has ever 
been announced that Governor Taylor 
would occupy the platform in this city 
there has been a crowded house. The gov- 
ernor was born among the mountains of 
Tennessee, and he imbued the gift of elo- 
quence and wit when growing upon his 
father’s plantation. 

Governor Taylor began his lecture by ex- 
claiming that man is a fool. 

“Every rich blessing within the sight of 
the Almighty Father was poured from 
the cornucopia of heaven into the lap of 
paradise. But it was a paradise of fools, 
because they stained it with disobedience 
and polluted it with sin. It was the para- 
dise of fools because, in the exercise of 
their own god-given free agency, they tasted 
the forbidden fruit and fell from their glo- 
rious estate. Oh, what a fall was there! 
It was the fall of innocence and purity; 
it was the fall of happiness into the abyss 
of woe; it was the fall of life into the 
arms of death.”’ 

The lecturer pictured~the paradise of 
babyhood, of boyhood, of youth, of man- 
hood and of home in words now eloquent 
and pathetic, now witty and sarcastic. The 
house roared and cheered when the lecturer 
touched the people with his wit and pathos. 

Of the paradise of home he said: 

“How rich would be the feast of happi- 
ness in this beautiful world of ours, could 
folly end with youth, but youth is only the 
first act in the ‘Comedy of Errors.’ 
Whether it be the child at Its mother’s knee 
er a man of mature years, whether it be 
the banker or the beggar, the prince in his 
palace or the peasant in his hut, there is 
in every heart the dream of a happier lot 
in life. 

“IT heard the sound of revelry at the 
gilded club where a hundred hearts beat 
happily. There were flushed cheeks and 
thick tongues and jests and anecdotes 
around tke banquet spread. There were 
songs and poems and speeches. I saw an. 
orator rise to respond to a toast to ‘Home, 
Sweet Home,’ and thus he responded: ‘Mr, 
Chairman and Gentlemen: John Howard 
Payne touched millions of hearts when he 
sang: 

“*** “Mid pleasures and palaces, though 
Wwe may roam, 

Be it ever so humile, there’s no place like 
home.”’ 

**But as for me, gentlemen, give me the 
pleasures and the péslaces—give me liberty 
or give me death.’ 

“Then he launched itnto an ocean of 
thought like a magnificent ship going to 
sea. And when the night was far spent 
and the orgies were over, and the lights 
were blown out at the club, I saw him 
enter his own sweet heme in his glory— 
entered it, like a thief, with his boots in 
his hands—entered it singing saftly to him- 
self: 

**‘Im called little gutter pup, sweet little 
gutter pup. 

Though I could never tell why—(hic), 
Yet still I’m called. gutter pup, sweet little 

gutter pup, 

Poor little gutter” pup—I—(hic),’ 

“He was unconscious of a white figure 
that stood at the head of the stairs hold- 
ing out a lamp, like liberty enlightening 
the world, and as a tremendous voice called 
him to the judgment bar, the door closed 
behind him on the paradise of a fool, and 
he sneaked up the steps muttering to him- 
self, ‘What shadows we are—(hic). What 
shadows we pursue.’ 

“The biggest fool who walks on God's 
footstool is the man who destroys the 
joy and peace of his own sweet home, for 
if paradise is ever regained in this world 
it must be In the home. If its dead flowers 
ever bloom again, they must bloom in the 
happy hearts of home. If its sunshine 
ever breaks through the clouds, it must 
break forth in the smiling faces of home. 

“I belleve the world is better today than 
ever it was before. I believe the refine- 
ments of modern soci¢ty, its elegant ac- 
complishments, its intellectual culture and 
its conception of the beautiful are glorious 
evidences of our advancement toward a 
higher plane of being. I believe every suc- 
cessive civilization is better and higher and 
grander than that which preceded it, and 
upon the shining rungs of this ladder of 
evolution our race will finally climb back 
into the paradise that was lost. 

“T got in a great theater at the national 
capital. It was thronged with youth and 
beauty and old age and wisdom. I saw a 
man, the image of his God, stand upon the 
stage and speak. His gestures were the 
perfection of grace, his voice was music 
end his language Was more beautiful than 
I have ever heard from mortal lips. He 
pointed picture after picture of the pleas- 
ures, the joys the sympathies of home. 
He enthroned love and preached the gos- 
pel of humanity like an angel. Then I 
saw him dip a brush in ink and blot out 
the beautiful picture he had painted. I saw 
him stab love dead at his feet. I saw him 
blot out the stars and the sun and leave 
humanity in eternal darkness, That man 
was Ingersoll, the archangel of modern in- 
fidelity, and I said: “How true is the holy 
writ which declares, “The fool hath said in 
his heart there is no God!’ ”’ . 

Governor Taylor closed amid cheering.

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COL. THOMAS RESIGNS 


Retires from Membership in the City 
General Council. 


HAD ONE MORE YEAR TO SERVE | 


Could Not Hold Both County and City 
Offices at the Same Time. 


WILL BE ONE OF SHERIFF NELMS’S DEPUTIES 


Resignation Accepted with Regret by 
the General Council—Successor 
To Be Chosen in December. 


Councilman L. P. Thomas, Sr., of the 
first ward, has resigned his office, and 
his resignation, which is to take effect 
January 1, 1897, was accepted yesterday by 
the general council at its regular monthly 


meeting. 

The resignation was a great surprise to 
the other members of the council. At first 
there was a motion made to refuse to ac- 
cept it, but when Colonel Thomas explained 
that he could not hold the office of coun- 
cilman of the city of Atlanta and deputy 
sheriff of Fulton county without placing 
himself in an undesirable position and sub- 
jecting himself to criticisms, the members 
voted to accept the resignation. 

Colonel Thomas Is one of the most popu- 
lar members of the present council and 
there was general regret at his course. He 
was asked for an explanation and he said 
that he had talked over the matter_with 
the city attorney and had been adyised by 
him that if not fllegal it was certainly not 
customary for a citizen to hold office un- 
der both city and county administrations. 
He said he had carefully considered the 
matter and had come to the conclusion 
that his resignation was the proper course 
to pursue under the circumstances. He 
said that while he regretted to sever his 
connection from the council he had made 
up his mind that it was the proper course 
for him to take and for that reason he 
hoped the resignation would be accepted. 

Another argument advanced why his res- 
ignation should be accepted was the fact 
that another city election would take plare 
before another meeting of the council and 
he was anxious to have a successor elected 
at the December city election so as to save 
the city the expense of having a separate 
election for a councilman from the first 
ward. 

The members of the council before acrept- 
ing the resignation asked Assistant City 
Attorney Westmoreland, who was present, 
if there were any legal disqualifications 
which would prevent Colonel Thomas being 
a councilman as well as one of the sher- 
iff’s deputies. Attorney Westmoreland said 
that he had not studied the matter but thar 
he knew Judge Anderson had looked into 
the matter and if he had advised Colonel 
Thomas to take the course he had, the 
law must be against his holding the two 
positions. 

Councilman Thomas’s Resignation. 

The resignation was as follows: 

Atlanta, Ga., November 16, 1896.—To 
the Honorable Mayor and General Coun- 
cil of the City of Atlanta. Gentlemen: 
On the ist day of January next I will bea 
associated with Captain. J, W. Nelms, 
sheriff-elect, as one of his deputies. 1 
know of no legal difficulties in the way 
of holding that position and remaining 
a councilman, but after considering tne 
matter fully in all its lights, I am con- 
strained to believe that it is my duty to 
the community at large to hand in my 
resignation. Appreciating, as I do, the 
confidence heretofore reposed in me, 
and the many acts of kindness shown 
me by our people in recent years, with 
.their renewed and recent expression of 
confidence, I am placed under lasting 
obligations that I can only repay by an 
undivided and constant attention to the 
duties of the sheriff's office. 

I therefore tender my resignation as 
councilman from the first ward to take 
effect the Ist of January next; and per- 
mit me to say in advance that in sever- 
ing*my connection with this honorable 
body, I do so with the highest apprecia- 
tion and regard for @ach of you. 
spectfully, L. P. THOMAS, 

Councilman First Ward. 

After several speeches on the part of the 
aldermen and rouncilmen expressing regret 
that the action was necessary, the resigna- 
tion was finally accepted. 

A successor to Colonel Thomas will he 
chosen at the December city election. Alj 
of the tickets for this election have been 
printed and it will be necessary for the 
candidates for the successorship to print 
extra ballots. Another election will have 
to be ordered by the mayor, but Mayor 
King will, in all probability, issue his 
order at once so that the election of Colonel 
Thomas’s successor can take place when 
the nominees for the other city offices are 
elected. Colonel Thomas was chosen for 
two years. He will have served but one on 
January ist, when his successor is chosen.

‘\ “Ohicago and the South” is the un- 
conventional name of a monthly publica- 
tion devoted to the development of the 
commercial, industrial and immigration 
interests of The south and west. The 
feature of the November number is an 
article entitled “Ties That Bind,” econ- 
tributed by Mr. Richard Linthicum, ed- 
itor of The Sunday Chicago Times-Her-

Eastern and New England influence 
on the middle west began at a much 
later period, and after ‘“‘the signboards 
of safety,” as MraLinthicum felicitously 
puts it, had been erected along the 
western highways.

and found already prepared for him the 
comparative comforts that began to be 
features of the settlements. 

Mr. Linthicum, who is himself a west- 
ern man, says that the farther west one 
now travels the less of this eastern in- 
fluence is found, and that the Georgian, 
the Kentuckian, the Tennessean, the 
Alabamian, the Missiourian and the 
Texan still constitute the stanchest ele- 
ment in far western civilization. He 
seys that the characteristics of these 
pioneers are inbred in the genuine west- 


| erner of today; the spirit of independ- 


ence is still a living thing in the de- 
scendants of the American pioneer; they 
are yet distinguished by chivalric con- 
duct and the highest form of courage. 
Mr.Linthicum points out tthat the idiom 
of the south is the idiom of the west; 


j there is no such thing as “western dia- 


lect”’—except the meaningless term, He 
says there are two distinct dialects in the 
United States—the New England or yan- 
kee dialect, andt the southern dialect. 


‘The New Englander loses his dialect 


by association with cosmopolites, but 
the southerner, as a rule, retains some 
peculiarity of speech, regardless of en- 
vironment. 

The whole article is written in a broad 
and patriotic spirit, and aims to show 
that the two sections, united by blood, 
ought to be commercially united. 


The Agitators Want No “Agitation.” 


The gold organs seem to be very much 


disturbed because Mr. Bryan has an-

Somt of them go so far as to deprecate 
the continuance of “the free silver agi- 
tation.” - But why do they not show 
some consistency in the matter? The 
announcement that has been made in 
Mr. Bryan’s behalf was some days be 
hind the happy declarations of the 
gold standard heralds that Mr. M. A. 
Hanna had been engaged for another 
four years, and that he would immedi-

What is this but am annoyncement 
that the “agitation” is to be continued 
When 
the gold men propose to renew the agi- 
tation, why should they go blubbering 
about in the public prints deploring the 
continuance of a campaign that they 
themselves boast of having inaugurated? 
Why should the ridiculous Editor God- 
kin in one column applaud Hanna’s pro- 
posal to “agitate” and in the other weep 
over the announcement of the free coin- 
age men that they will meet Mr. Han- 
na at Phillipi, or Porkopolis, or wher- 
ever the meeting is to be, and help him 
agitate. 

We do not advise these various and 
ridiculous brethren to be consistent~ 
they could not be that and continue in 
their present course; we simply advise 
them not to promote agitation on one 
side of the fence if they do not desire 
to see it spread to the other side. 

For our part, we think agitation Is 


a good thing, especially when it is ear- 


ried on by means of public discussion 
and argument; it promotes the health of 
the republie and keeps the people on the 
alert. But it is very silly for those who 
are opposed to the peareful agitation of 
a great public question to start the agi- 
tation themselves, and then squeal like 
a caught rooster when they percieve 
that other people are prepared to agi- 
tate some too. 

If the gold organs don’t want silver 
agitation they can have their wishes 
carried out—1. By giving Hanna a much 
needed rest; and, 2. By giving the peo- 
ple a real object lesson in prosperity 
as the result of the gold standard. This 
last would be a potent and complete 
remedy for all currency agitation. 


Fifty Years a Pastor. 

It rarely happens that a minister of 
the gospel is permitted to occupy a sin- 
gie pulpit for so long a period as half 
acentury. That such a thing is possible 
in this age of excessive zeal amd over- 
work is not only a proof of rare physi- 
cal endurance, but also of exceptional 
genius. 

Usually a congregation tires of its pas- 
tor in a few years and becomes impa- 
tient for some one else to occupy his 
place. But even in those ideal instances 
where such is not the case, and the pas- 


- Snd_adds: “When civilization had tri- 
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sone other field of labor OF the hand 
death is laid upon him while engaged in 
the service of his flock. Itisa rare thing, 
indeed, therefore, and little short of a 
divine miracle that a clergyman in this 
progressive and changeable age is per- 
mitted to measure the golden span of 
fifty years in the rounds of a single 
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paris? ‘ 

In apt illustration of these remarks 
Dr. Richard B. Storrs, of Brooklyn, has 
occupied the pulpit of the Pilgrims 
church, of that city, for exactly fifty 
years. He began his pastoral duties 
on November 15, 1846, and ever since 
that time has continued to be the spirit- 
wal servant of the church. Dr. Storrs 
enjoys a world-wide reputation, and {s 
recognized as one of the giants of the 
American pulpit. With such eloquent 
rivals as Henry Ward Beecher, Lyman 
Abbott and T. DeWitt Talmage, he has 
suffered no intellectual disparagement, 
put, on the contrary, has grown in fayor 
and usefulness. Today at the age of 
seven-six years, Dr. Storrs is still a 
zealous worker in the cause to which 
he consecrated his life when a beardless 
youth. Except in the case of Dr. Moses 
Hoge, of Richmond, Va,, who completed 
the fiftieth year of his pastorate in that 
city some few months ago, the record 
of Dr. Storrs is without a familiar par- 
allel, ; 

The Brooklyn Eagle, which had been 
in existence for only four years when 
Dr. Storrs took charge of the Pilgrims’ 
church, pays a high tribute to the elo- 
quent divine in a lengthy editorial, 
which appeared in last Sunday's issue. 
From this extended eulogium the fol- 
lowing paragraph is culled: 

The work this Brooklyn preacher has 
done and that which he has inspired 
could not be indicated. It never will be. 
The quantity is too great. The quality 
is too exquisite. The divisions are too 
varied. He is the first pastor of the first 
Congregational church in Brooklyn. 
How many congregational churches are 
there now in this city and in New 
York? The inquiry will suggest what a 
mine or fountain of influence the Church 
of the Pilgrims and its pastor have deen. 
Congregationalism had not merely to 
be started. It had to be commended, 
fostered, guarded and multiplied. * * * 
To be for fifty years a preacher of 

wer is a privilege and a distinction. 

Oo be that long a minister of consola- 
tion is a blessing. Of this man, to whom 
the pulpit has been a throne, the per- 
sonal equation has ever been one of 
personal help. The peace of a pardoned 
soul has brought to him more joy than 
the applause of multitudes or the honors 
of occasion.

praise; but no one familiar with the 
long and useful career of Dr. Storrs 
and the uplifting effect which his own 
life has had upon the life of Broeklyn 
can withhold for a moment his cordial 
indorsement of The Eagle's tribute, 


Was It the “Almighty” DollarP 
Several days ago, in revealing the se- 
cret of ‘his shrewd and successful cam- 
paign management at a banquet given 
to the newspaper correspondents in New 
York, Mark Hanna explained that he 
had kept one hand on Mr. McKinley, 
while the other was fixed on the Al- 
mighty. 

It is not supposed that Mr. Hanna 
intended to commit any offense against 
the deity in making this statement. 
While not a devout man in the ordinary 
acceptance of that term, the republican 
boss is not in the habit of using such 
language as would place him in the cat- 
egory of blasphemers. In justice to Mr. 
Hanna, therefore, it must be assumed 
that when he used the expression above 
quoted he had in mind the “almighty” 
dollar and not the Supreme Ruler. 

This interpretation is amply sustained 
by the fact that Mr. Hanna placed great 
reliance in the power. of boodle and 
made it a test of patriotism that every 
republican bondholder and capitalist 
should contribute liberally to the cam- 
paign fund.

The 
pulpit can mold pwblic opinion, develop 
the public conscience much more effect- 
ively by indirect methods. 


Since the heat of the campaign has been 
succeeded by a cooler and more deliber- 
ate judgment the force of Dr. Conklin’s 
reasoning will be appreciated.

EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


The commissioner of immigration has re- 
cently filed his report for the year ending 
June 30, 1896. The total number of arrivals 
during the fiscal year was 343,267, an in- 
crease of 84,706 over the previous year, Of 
this total 840,468 were permitted to land, 
while 2,799 were deported at the expense 
of the various steamship lines by which 
they came over to ‘this country. Of the 
number deported 776 were under contract 
to perform labor in .the United States, 
made prior to their arrival, and 2,023 were 
returned as belonging to the class of aliens 
excluded by the act of March 3, 1891. There 
were also returned to their respective na- 
tionalities during the same period 238 who 
had become public charges with.n one year 
after arrival in the United States. The re- 
port calls attention to the fact that no im- 
migrant landed in this country within the 
past year is now a burden upon any public 
or private institution. The commissioner 
says the physical characteristics of the 
year’s immigration were those of a hardy, 
sound laboring class, apparently well able 
to earn a livelihood, s to occupation, it 
was composed largely of the classes desig- 
nated *as skilled and unskilled laborers, 
with some professionals. The amount of 
money brought into the country by immi- 
grants was at least $4,917,318.

DAY IN THE SENATE 


Kilpatrick’s Convict Resolution To 
Come Up This Morning. 

The terate convened yesterday morning 
at a few minutes before 12 o’clock, after a 
Sunday's rest, President Berner, who was 
ebsent Saturday, was on hand yesterday. 

T, H. Mann, the senator from the sec- 
ond district, introduced a bill to allow the 
state's witnesses in the superior court the 
Same compensation as is allowed a juror. 

Jurors are paid as the grand jury of the 
various counties recommends. The law 
allows the grand jury of a county to fix 
the compensation of the jurors of that 
county anywhere between one and two 
dollars per day. In nearly every county 
it is $2. 

The effect of Senator Mann's bill would 
be to pay all witnesses summoned by the 
State to give testimony in criminal cases 
the same as the jurors. The bill is likely 
to meet with considerable opposition in 
the serate and it will be discussed at 
length by the senators. 

The senate will consider the joint reso- 
lution of Senator Kilpatrick today. It 
comes up as special order at 11 o'clock, 
The resolution provides for the appoint- 
ment of a joint committee of the house 
and senate to consider the convict lease 
system of the state and report a bill at 
the next session of the legislature. [If 
the resolution goes through the joint com- 
mittee will take under consideration the 
present convict lease system after the ses- 
sion of the legislature and will be ready 
next térm to report a bill. This will be 
in plenty time as the present lease will 
not expire before another term of the leg- 
islature. 

A bill was introduced by Senator Comer, 
of the third, to prohibit all persons prac- 
ticing law, dentistry, medicine and all 
other professions from practicing if they 
have failed to pay the special tax required 
of them by law. The bill provides that if 
any one fails to pay the special tax and 
the sheriff returns a nulla bona, the person 
against whom it is returned will be guilty 
of a misdemeanor if he again engages in 
practice in the state. The bill is intended 
to keep out quack doctors and others who 
engage in practice without paying the 
special tax. The present standing law does 
not make the offense a misdemeanor, and 
consequently there are a lot of profession- 
als over the state who disregard the special 
tax law. 

Senator Brinson, of the seventh, intro- 
duced a bill to allow defendants who are 
in bona fide possession of land under claims 
of title to set off the value of permanent 
improvements and to recover the value of 
same in excess of mean profits in certain 
cases.

Defense To Prove an Alibi—Colonel 
W. T. Moyers Has Been Engaged 
To Represent the Negroes. 


Yesterday the tables turned somewhat in 
the Waters murder case. A witness was 
discovered whose testimony, if true, will 


of his alibi. 
This new witness is A. D. Kelley, a 


white man, who is the proprietor of a gro- 
cery store at the corner of Greensferry 
avenue and Lee street, in West End. He 
states that on the morning of the Killing 
he saw Waters take his gun and dogs and 
leave his home alone, and that there was 
no negro with him. He had walked down 
Leonard street and disappeared in the di- 
rection of West View cemetery. 

Kelley is positive the man was Waters 
and that the day was the fatal Tuesday. 
Kelley’s statement, however, does not 
agree with that of the lady who lives next 
door to Waters, on Leonard street, who 
says she saw Waters and Perdue leave 
Waters’s home together Tuesday morning. 

The detectives do not bel.eve Perdue and 
Waters left Waters’s home together, but 
that they met some distance away by pre- 
vious agreement. It will be shown that 
Perdue lives some distance from Waters, 
and the direction in which ‘they were hunt- 
ing would have necessarily made one of 
them walk a good distance had either gone 
to the other’s house. 

It will be shown by Billy Howell, the 
watchman at the Humphreys street cross- 
ing, that Waters and Perdue were togeth- 
er about 8 o’clock Tuesday morning, walk- 
ing down the tracks with their guns and 
dogs. The detectives state it was by no 
means necessary for the negroes to have 
left with Waters in the morning to have 
murdered him in the afternoon.

THEY SUE FOR DAMAGES. 


A YOUNG ELECTRICIAN BRINGS 
SUIT AGAINST SOUTHERN. 


The Case of Randall Wynn on Trial 
Before Judge Berry in City Cout, 
Sues the Central Road. 


On account of injuries alleged to have 
been received while at work in the dome 
of the roundhouse Pat Cleburne’ Gil- 
ham has sued the Southern Railway 
Company for $20,000. The suit was filed 
yesterday morning in the city court by 
Attorneys Burton Smith and Shepard 
Bryan, representing the plaintiff. 

In addition to this suit Mrs. M. J. 
Thompson, the mother of the young man, 
has filed suit against the road for $2,500, 
claiming that the  gervices of her son 
were very valuable to her, and she asks 
that she be awarded a judgment against 
the company in the amount of her suit. 

Giilham states that on July 6th he 
was ordered to do some electrical. work in 
the roundhouse. He says the wires were 
in the dome of the building and in order 
to secure a platform upon which he could 
stand to do the work a ladder was placed 
on the ground reaching into beams. 
Gilham says he climbed the ladder, 
walked \jout on the beams and girders and 
stepped upon a wooden support that had 
been made for the purpose. 

As the young man stepped upon the 
wooden support he says it suddenly gave 
way and he fell a distance of thirty feet 
to the ground, receiving injuries that are 
of a most serious nature and permanent. 
He claims he was injured both mentally 
\jand physically; that he was knocked 
senseless, his right arm was broken in 
three places, his right wrist was sprained 
and twisted, his left arm was borken and 
left wrist twisted and sprained, his. jaw 
was broken, his ribs were pressed against 
his heart and lungs, his head was bruised 
and injured and the tissues of his lungs 
and heart were strained. 


ynn Wants Damages. 


Randall Wynn, who was injured in a 
collision on the Central railroad near East 
Point on March 13, 18%, has brought suit 
for damages against the road for $1,995. 
The case was reached yesterday morning 
in the second division of the city court. 
Wynn is represented by Attorneys J. A. 
Noyes and G. G. Glenn, of the firm of 
Glenn & Rountree, and the road is repre- 
sented by Attorney Howell Erwin, of the 
firm of Erwin, Cobb & Wooley. 

The plaintiff alleges that he received per- 
manent injuries to his back, spine and 
kidneys and while he was earning $95 per 
month at the time of the accident, he ts 
now not able to earn. more than one-half 
of that amount, on account of his crippled 
condition. 

The entire day before Judge Berry was 
consumed in hearing evidence in the case. 
The suit is brought against the receivers 
of the Central Railroad and Banking Com-

The ladies of Marietta street mission are 
busily at work collecting clothing for the 
poor.

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to deposit $25,000 in cash or bonds or elde 
deposit 75 per cent of the securities re- 
ceived, the same to be held as a guarantee 
that the company will do a fair and honor- 
able business. 

The bill introduced by Mr. Knowles, of 
Fulton, authorizing county boards of edu- 
cation in counties of 60,000 population to 
pay school commissioners a salary in lieu 
of the per diem, which bill affects only 
Fulton county, was taken up and passed, 

A bill introduced by Mr. Blalock, of Fay- 
ette, providing for the paying of election 
managers and clerks was passed by the 
house, 

The debate on the measures was the 
first of a general nature of the session. 
Mr, Slaton, of Fulton, made a fight on the 
bill of Mr. Calvin requiring building and 
loan associations to make deposits, but the 
house was against him and the bill passed. 


Mr. Calvin’s Bill Explained. 

Mr. Calvin secured the floor and explain- 
ed his bill. He said: 

“The law, as it now stands, requires a 
deposit with the treasurer of this state of 
$25,000 in cash or bonds, or 75 per cent of the 
real estate securities held by the building 
and loan associations when doing business 
outside of the state. The same requirement 
is made of foreign associations doing busi- 


. ness in this state, but the securities must 


aggregate not less than $25,000. 

“My bill requires that every association 
organized under the laws of this state, 
whether doing business in or outside this 
state, shall make a deposit with the treas- 
urer in the terms of the act.of October, 
1891. The bill exempts from the provisions 
of the act associations which restrict their 
business to the city or county of their 
domicile. I think it due to the public and 
to the shareholders of these companies that 
the deposits be required so as to protect 
those interested from fraud and misman- 
agement.’’ 

Mr. Slaton, of Fulton, interposed an ob- 
jection to the bill, because it requires com- 
panies doing business in more than one 
county to make the deposit. He said some 
companies only do business in two or 
three counties and that it would be g bur- 
den to require them to make the deposit. 
He offered an amendment to the effect 
that companies doing business in not more 
than three counties be exempt from the 
provisions of the law, but the amendment 
was lost. 

Upon ‘the passage of the bill 103 votes 
were cast for it and two were cast against 
it, those of Messrs. Slaton of Fulton, and 
West, of Lowndes. 
the senate. 


Pay for Election Managers. 

Mr. Blalock, of Fayette, called up his bill 
providing for the payment of $2 to election 
managers and $1 to clerks for each election. 
Some question arose as to whether the bill 
should properly be an amendment to the 
code of 1882 of the code of 1895. The latter 
code is in the hands of the printers and it 
could not be referred to, 

Mr. Blalock spoke in favor of his bill 
and he was followed by Mr. Copeland, of 
Walker, who urged the passage of the bill, 
During the discussion Mr. Johnson, of Hall, 
called for the previous question, but the 
call was not sustained. When put upon 
its passage the bill was passed by a vote 
of 105 to 56.

The report shows that the 
present railroad mileage in the state is 
5991.41 miles, showing an inerease of. 50,89 

yer that of last year. 

eons Gcnainiestoners state in their letter to 
the governor that the railroads are in fine 
condition and that there is a preceptible 
improvement of the condition over last 
year The condition of the roads they say is 
-such as to insure safety to the traveling 
public and security for freight trans-. 
ported. 

The report says that there. are at pres- 
ent only 421.42 miles of road in Georgia in 
the hands of receivers, as against 343.73 
last year and 1,960.70 the preceding year. 
There are fifty-five railroad corporations 
or companies in operation in the state. 

The gross earnings of the roads for the 
year ‘were $18,458,467.95 as compared with 
$16,930,146.96 for the previous year. The 
operating expenses were $13,188,336.28, as 
against $12,397,730.60 for last year, and the 
net earnings were $6,270,151.67, as compared 
with $4,582,416.36 for the previous year, 
showing an increase -in the earnings of 
$737,715.31, or 16.2 per cent. The cost of 
operation was 71.4 per cent, as against 73.2 
per cent the preceding year. 

The report gives a history of the com- 
plaints lodged with the commissioners for 
the year. It calls the attention of the 
legislature to the fact that the constitu- 
tion of the state is against tae forming of 
combinations among} the railroads and 
that such combinations are being formed | 
in the state to a large extent. A history of 
the late rate war is given and all the 
facts in it as brought before the commis- 
sion are given. 

‘The recommendations of the commis- 
sioners are extremely interesting. The 
recommendation in regard to the need 


of a law to expedite the payment of over- 
charges is renewed. They urge that laws

regulations of the commission. The re- 


port in full is as follows: 
Conditions of the Railroads, 
/ The report says in part: 


‘The present railroad mileage in Georgia 
is 6,291.4. miles, showing an increase of 
£0.89 miles over that reported last year. 
Thig aggregate includes 58.5 miles of road 
abandoned and not now in operation. 

‘“‘We are pleased to report that the physi- 
cal condition of the railroads of the state 
is very much improved, and that generally 
they are in good condition, such as to in- 
sure safety to the traveling public and se- 
curity for freight transported. There is 
now:in the hands of receivers in Georgia 
only 421.42 miles of road, against 543.73 last 
year, and 1,160.70 the preceding year, the 
receivers having been discharged by sales 
and reorganizations, There are at present 
in this state fifty-five operating railroad 
corporations or companies.

Consolidation of - Railroads. 

“There-is in.this state, as elsewhere, a 
Blowing tendency to combine the different 
railroads into few systems and to concen- 
trate control and management into few 
hands. The Southern Railway Compeny 
embraces the following Hines: The lines for- 
merly operated by the Richmond and Dan- 
Ville Railroad Company; lines formerly op- 
erated by the East ‘Tennessee, Virginia 
and Georgia Railway Company; the At- 
lanta and Florida railway and the Georgia 
M:dland railway, embracing 475.03 miles of 
railway in this state. Adding to this the 
Central of Georgia railway system, tho 
Georgia Southern and Fiorida railway and 
the Atlanta and West Point railway, thes 
allied lines of said Southern raiiway svys- 
tem, which, if it does not directly control, 
are closely’ related to that system, and it 
makes the mileage of said Southern rail- 
Way system in Georgia, with its allied 
lines, 2,135.48 miles. The Plant system em- 
braces 616.25 miles of road in this state. 

“The constitution of Georgia contains the 
following relative to consolidation of rail- 
roads: 

“ “The general assembly of the state shall 
have no power to authorize any corporation 
to buy shares or stock in any other cor- 
poration in this state or elsewhere, or to 
make any contract or agreement whatever 
with any ‘such corporation, which may have 
the effect or be intended to have the effect 
to defeat of lessen competition in their re- 
spective business or to encourage monopoly, 
and all such contracts and agreements 
Shall be illegal and void.’ 

“The declared policy of the state is 
against consolidations and combinations, 
which * ype me monopoly and stifie competi- 
tion. It affords the best security for fair 
and just treatment. It prevents wrong and 
oppression and aids in the solution of the 
great problem of transportation. It cannot 
be doubted that the concentration of Vast 
power into one or two systems is a menace 
to the liberties of people and effective reg- 
ulation is the only means to prevent great 
Wrong and injury. While we have no au- 
thority under the law to prevent such com- 
binations and consolidations, we should feel 
derelict in our duty if. we failed to call 
the attention of the law-making power to 
the steady progress and growth of these 
combinations in the state of Georgia, that 
they might take such action as may be 
just and proper. ~ 

The Rate War. 


“During the month of July of the present 
year a rate war was begun -between the 
Seaboard Air-Line and the: Southern rail- 
way and associated lines irom eastern 
points into Georgia. A reduction of 33 per 
cent was made by the Seaboard Air-Line 
on freight from eastern points to Atlanta 
and other competitive points between the 
Seaboard Air-Line and the Southern rail- 
way. This greatly distributed the com- 
merce of the state and threatened to bring 
disaster upon the points not favored by 
the competition between these _ lines. 
Without discussing the merits of the con- 
troversy which led to this war of rates, 
the commission felt called upon to protect 
the people of Georgia as far as their power 
extended from the unjust discriminations 
incident to such controversy. Favored lo- 
calities receiving the low rates without 
corresponding reductions to non-competitive 
points disturbed the business interests ‘of 
‘the entire state. The commission took 
prompt steps to afford relief. They corre- 
sponded with commissioners of sister states 
affected by the war of rates, and cited the 
railroads to appear before them ‘hand show 
cause why local rates should not also be 
reduced to correspond to the reduction in 
the through rates, in order to prevent un- 
just discriminations and the wrongs nec- 
essarily incident to this contest between 
powerful lines of railroad. On the 10th of 
September a session was held and the sub- 
ject was taken up for discussion. Before 
our labors were conclyded we wero notilied 
that the federal.court had enjoined the 
warring roads and their connections, and 
further action on the part of the commis- 
sion was postponed to await the result of 

itigation. 
the this hearing we were pleased to have 
with us Hon. J. W. Wilson, cheirman of 
the railroad commission of North Carolina, 
and Hon. W. D. Evans, chairman of the 
railroad commission of South Carolina, who 
came in response to our invitation and ren- 
dered us valuable assistance at the hearing, 
Vheir high character and ability and ex- 
tensive knowledge of all subjects pertaining 
to railroads, with their assurances of the 
co-operation of the commissions which they 
represented, gave us great confidence that 
some just solution could be arrived at 
that would protect the public interest.

“We urge earnestly the passage of such 
laws as will enforce the rules and regula- 
tions of this board. The powers of the board 
have been greatly magnified. The great 
responsibility which, is placed upon vs to 
make just and reasonable rates, to prevent 
unjust discrimiiations, to protect the pub- 
lic against these wrongs, to require suita- 
ble depot accommodations and safety of 
roadbed and bridges, imppses a most im- 
portant duty upon us, And yet we find 
ourselves comparatively powerless be- 
cause the means of enforcing obedience are 
SO totally inadequate. Where there is a 
Violation of a rule or regulation or an 
order of this commission, the only remedy 
provided is to sue for a penalty. But this 
drags its slow length along in the courts, 
and the public suffers from the effects of 
delays. There should be summary remedies 
provided for the trial of oases for the vio- 
latian of the law in this regard. The com- 
mission ought to he empowered in a sum- 
mary way to invoke the courts by man- 
damus, injunction, or mandatory injunc- 
tion, to enforce its orders speedily. The 
case should be made triable at the first 
term of the court, and (weeny ees should be 
given them over all other siness. 

‘Without the power to enforce obedience 
Wwe are unable to satisfactorily discharge 
the responsible duties cast upon us by the 
law. It is entirely possible for the railroad 
companies under the present law to defy 
the orders of the commission, however just 
and reasonable they may be, and continue 
the wrong until months have elapsed after 
the commission has undertaken to correct 
it. Summary remedies,’ framed in accord- 
ance with the constitution, would insure 
justice and render much moré effective and 
efficient that regulation which alone can 
secure justice to the people and prevent 
wrong and oppression. 

“We confess from past experience to a 
feeling of discouragement that the recom- 
mendations made heretofore after much 
consideration have received so little aften- 
tion from the lawmaking power. We c1n- 
not do more than to recommend; but when 
we shall have done this, our responsibility 
ceases; and if the law is not enforced, and 
if injustice results from the present in- 
sufficien::y of the law, let the responsibility 
be placed where it justly belongs—upon the 
lawmaking power.

The Ryan Deal for the Seaboard dir-Line 
To Be Closed. 


ALL DEPENDS ON THE ‘POOL 


If the Managers of It Can Deliver, 
the Property Will Pass Into the 
Hands of New York Parties.

Words comes from Baltimore that Mr. 
Thomas F. Ryan will be there today with 
a certified check for the Seaboard stock 
held by the McLane syndicate. 

Mr. Ryan expects that the pooled stock 
will be transferred, but there seems to be 
some doubt about it.: Today, however, 
should decide the fate of the property. Last 
Friday Mr. Ryan accepted and paid for 
the 2,700 shares which had been secured by 
General Gill, He announced that he was 
ready to take the rest of the stock. Mr. 
Louis McLane was in New York attending 
the funeral of a relative, and it is said 
that was the reason the pooled stock was 
not transferred on that day. 

The owners of 6000 shares of the stock 
are reported to have consented to the sale, 
but the owners of the other 2,000 shares had 
not been seen. As heretofore stated in The 
Constitution, some difficulty was experi- 
enced in getting security who held both 
stock and bonds in the Seaboard to con- 
sent to thé sale of the former. They had 
no assurance that their investments would 
be properly protected: If he can get about 
9,000 shares Mr. Ryan will control the Sea- 
board. Some persons think that he will 
run it on the old policy and cut fates if 
he does not get what he wants. He has 
the Port Royal and Augusta and the Port 
Royal and Western Carolina now. By 
throwing them into the Seaboard system 
he can strengthen both. It has also been 
suggested that the Cape Fear and Yad 
Valley road, which is now in a receiver’s 
hands, will also be operated in harmony 
with the Seaboard. 

The gossips say that Mr. Ryan and Gen- 
eral Sam Thomas were not pleased with 
the settlement of their fees for reorgan- 
izing the Central of Georgia. It has been 
hinted that perhaps they would make 
things lively for their competitors on ac- 
count of that old feud. But there is no 
telling what the new syndicate will do with 
the property. It has been charged that the 
purchasers woull start another war and 
so demoralize rates in the south that some 
competitors would buy from them. 

If Mr. Ryan gets the Seaboard he also 
gets the Bay line of steamers, and he will 
be in a position to have a great deal to 
say about what rates shall be in-the south. 
Of late the system has been making money. 
For three or four years past it had been 
losing heavily, due to the building of the 
Georgia, Carolina and Northern {nto At- 
lanta. When Mr. St. John went to the Sea- 
board as vice president its stoek was down 
to $40 a share. The sale to the New York 
syndicate was at from $100 to $125, and the 
steamboat stock brought $150 a share.

Willis Marshall and John Anderson, two 
negro men, were bound over to the city 
criminal court by Justice Landrum yester- 
day, the former for larceny and the latter 
for receiving stolen goods.

HUTCHISON MURDER CASE GOES OVER 


Court Will Be in Session for the Re- 
mainder of the Week—All Jail 
Cases Will Come Up. 


————— 


The criminal branch of the superior 
court was called to order yesterday morn- 
ing at half-past 8 o'clock by Judge’ John 
S. Candler. 

All of the prisoners now in jail under 
criminal indictments returned by the grand 
jury were led into the courtroom, 

Ben Osborn, the murderer of Theodore 
Schrader, was among! the number. He was 
followed by a court officer, who pressed 
his prisoner through the crowd that had 
gathered to see the opening scenes of the 
court, 

Osborn wore the same clothes which he 
wore on the afternoon of the tragedy. 
Around his forehead was tightly tied a 
string and on his head was a felt hat, 
which was removed by the officer when 
the prisoner had entered the door of the 
courtroom. e | 

Solicitor General Charley Will was not 
present when court convened and it was 
announced that he ‘'was quite ill at his 
home and would not be able to enter into 
the trial of any cases during the day. An 
order was then taken before Judge Lump- 
kin appointing Mr. Ben H. Hill, solicitor 
general pro tem., until Solfcitor Hill was 
able to resume his duties at the bar. 

On account of the absence of Solicitor 
Hill the Osborn case and the case of 
Hutchison, charged with murder, were 
postponed and minor cases were taken up 
for the day, 

Sentences aggregating thirty-two years 
were passed by Judge Candler during the 
gession of the day and quite a number of 
cases were disposed. of. 

As soon as Solicitor Hill recovers the 
ease of Osborn will be taken up. It is 
not known whether it will be tried in the 
superior court or whether Ordinary Cal- 
houn and a jury will be 
asked to pass upon the ques- 
tion of the prisoner’s sanity. The fact 
that his case had been set for the first 
thing yesterday morning drew a large 
crowd of spectators who were anxious to 
get a glimpse of the prisoner and hear the 
testimony in the case. Osborn remained in 
the courtroom only a few minutes and wags 
soon carried back into the prisoners’ room, 
where he was detained until he was car- 
ried back to his cell in the jail. 

Eli Smith was charged with robbery, but 
was convicted of larceny from the person 
and was’ given a sentence of twelve 
months in the county changang. 

Six true bills were returned against 
Walther Cottell by the last grand jury, 
charging him with cattle stealing. Three 
of the bills were nol prossed and he was 
convicted on three, receiving three years 
in each case, or a total of nine years in 
the penitentiary. 

Tobe Pittman was convicted of cattle 
stealing) in two cases and was given three 
years in each case. 

A gsentence of two years was givén 
Robert Jones on the charge of cattle 
stealing, upon which he was easily con- 
victed. 

J. L. Speer was convicted of burglary, 
but the jury recommended him to the 
mercy of the court and he was given only 
twelve months in the chaingane. 

Will Davis, Will Loyd and Tom Ander- 
son were convicted of breaking into a 
railroad car and stealing goods that were 
being shipped by the road. Davis was 
given two years, Loyd two years and An- 
derson one year. Another case was tried 
against the same boys on the charge: of 
burglary in the Gaytime, Davis received 
two years on the second charge, Loyd 
three years and Anderson two years. 

The true Sill against C. L. Murphy, 
charged with assault with intent to mur- 
der, was nol prossed on motion of the act- 
ing solicitor after the evidence had been 
given, showing that; there was not suf- 
ficient testimony against him to convict 
him. 

All the prisoners tried yesterday were 
white men except Eli Smith, who was 
the first to be convicted. 

Abe Tye, colored, charged with an as- 
sault with intent to nrurder, was on trial 
when the court adjourned late yesterday 
afternoon. 

The criminal court will be in session the 
remainder of the week. It will then ad- 
journ for the next week, but will be'in 
session the following week.

Atkinson, J.—1. Where a creditor whose 
debt was secured by a conveyance.of land 
under section 1869 of the code, obtained 
judgment, reconveyed the land to the 
debtor, and subsequently acquiesced in a 
sale of the land under an execution in 
favor of another creditor, and claimed the 
proceeds of such sale in the eheriff’s hands, 
the lien of the secured creditor attached 
to the proceeds, and the purchaser at 
the sheriff’s sale acquired an unencum- 
bered title. 

2. In a contest for such proceeds, arising 
upon a rule against the sheriff, the lien 
of the secured creditor will prevail over 
judgments rendered or liens created in 
favor of other creditors after the making 
of the security deed. 

3. The evidence in the present case dis- 
Closes with certainty that the creditor se- 
cured by deed, at the time of receiving 
the same, executed a bond for reconvey- 
ance, in accordance with the terms of the 
statute; and irrespective of the questions 

resented in the motion for a new trial, 
hat creditor was manifestly entitled. to 
the fund in the sheriff’s hands. 

Judgment reversed.

89 Ga., 
72, an affidavit for obtaining a distress 
warrant made by an attorney at law of 
the plaintiff, in which the ant deposed 
“to the best of his knowledge and belief” 
that the rent claimed was due, was amen- 
able so as to make the affidavit as to this 
matter positive. 

2. The amendment to the affidavit having 
been rightly allowed, it was, of course, 
proper to allow the distress warrant to be 
amended so as to’ make the same conform 
to the affidavit.
